PALESTINE REFUGEES: THE TIME IS NOW! 


Tn his able address to the General Assembly last week, Secre- 
tary Dulles covered about every question before it, from Leba- 
non and Hungary to disarmament and outer space. In doing 
so he sh need how closely U.S. policy is identified with the 
best principles of the U.N. charter, and made it clear that a 
agenda—and this session's isa long one—is inevitably a 
nda as well. But there was one omission that belongs 
on both the U.S, and the U.N. agenda, at or near the top. 

The homelessness of one million refugees from Palestine 
has been an international seandal for 10 long y years. Of all 
the threads in the Middle East tangle, this problem is the 
least insoluble. [t exacerbates all other Middle Eastern prob- 
lems; its solution is indispensable to real progress on them. 
The U.N. should take it up now. 

These million Arab refu 
fed or worst-housed people in the world today. Indeed for 
thousands of them refugee status is somethin 
blessing and a racket. Yet in a suffering world they are the 
most outrageous reproach to the U.N. and to the conscience 
of mankind, because they illustrate how callously a world of 
civilized nations can expunge men from civilization, The idle- 
ness, fraud and hatred that run like sewers through their 
camps and shanties get more dangerous every year—and 
more unnecessary. 

Through its Relief and Works Ageney the U.N. has spent 
00 million to keep these refugees alive. A charity or 
ganization, UNRWA cannot cure the refugee problem: it ean 
only prolong it. But UNRW A is running out of money and is 
scheduled to expire in 21 months. Since the U.N, has to do 
something about UNRWA, it should do what will make fur- 
ther charity unnecessary—i.e., find these people homes and 
return them to some kind of normal lif 

‘The first step is to pick an agency that can treat the refugee 
problem as separate from the other confusing poisons of the 
Arab-Israel deadlock. The stine Conciliation Commissio: 
politically unemployed since 1951, is such an agency, or 
would be if its membership (U.S., Turkey, France) were 


es cannot be called the worst- 


broadened to include Arab and other representation and 
charged afresh with this single task. A private proposal, is- 
sued last fortnight by the new Institute for Mediterranean Af- 
fairs, suggests setting up a Repatriation and Resettlement 
Authority; but the name of the agency matters less than the 
approach, The approach should be to realize that the refu- 
gees are an increasingly dubious asset to Arab politicians and 
a mounting danger to the Israelis and to peace: that a bargain 
is therefore possible; and that it can be reached by firm and 
fair negotiation under U.N. auspices. 

The details of the IMA report. however arguable, at least 
illustrate the possibility of such a bargain. Its 23 points in- 
dlude procedures by which every legitimate refugee from what 
isnow Israel would have his free choice of three or four places 
of resettlement, including Israel, and would receive full com- 
pensation for his property. The report assumes that most of 
the refugees would choose resettlement outside of Israel; but 
Israel's fear of a mass fifth column would be met by setting up 
a trial period to find out. From five to 10 years would be al- 
lowed for the whole resettlement, and its total eost is estimat- 
ed at $400 million—not counting compensation costs, which 
would fall mainly on Israel. Israel and the Arab states would 
all contribute to the resettlement costs. but so should other 
U.N. members, especially the U.S. The IMA plan is probably 
unacceptable to Arab leaders if only because it contemplates 
safeguards for I . But it does offer fair alternatives to the 
refugees and many of its points are sure to be found in any 
realistic solution. 

Whatever that solution may be. only the U.N, can negotiate 
it into effect; and only the will of a strong member can acti- 
vate the U.N. That means the U.S. A determination to solve 
the e problem should become State Department policy 
at one

MALIK: A SPOKESMAN TO THE WEST 


Whatever else it may or m 
13th session of the U.N. General Assembly has already dis- 
tinguished itself by electing Charles Malik of Lebanon to the 
presidency. The election was sharply contested because Malik, 
himself an Arab, was opposed by the Arab League as too 
“pro-Western.” But his “pro-Westernism™ is not the main 
reason we are glad he oceupies the U.N. chair, We welcome 
him because he is a serious philosopher and Christian teacher 
whose greatest service to the West, as to the Arab world, 
in continually calling it to be faithful to its own idea 

As Socrates used his logic, so Malik uses his eloquence 
against the sloth, pride or errors of his friends and remin 
them of their better natures. A good example was his recent 
address to the Harvard Business School on its 50th anniver- 
sary. His theme was Whitehead’s definition of “a great 
society one whose “men of business think greatly of 
their functions.” Although the theme is by now familiar to 
U.S. businessmen, its pertinence increases as our business 
civilization becomes more successful. 

Malik sees no limit to this material succes ‘There will 
never come a time when new and better things in all fields 
will not be created.” It is a wonderful prospec 
limited power of man to invent and create.” but not 
derful as the question it raises: “After nature has complete- 
ly yielded all its secrets to man . . . after man has fully

exercised his powers . . . then what? . . . If nature or the 
sake of man, then man is for the sake of what? Is he just for 
the sake of himself? . . . It is at this point that the total per- 
spective of Communism’s challenge to the businessman real- 
ly begins to open up.” 

Malik assumes that the Communists can ultimately ap- 
proach Western business in output and that the fateful 
contest is moving to the plane of the meaning of life. “The 
Communist claims that his interpretation of life embraces 
everybody.” Can the Western businessman claim as much? To 
tell the world “look at us how happy we are: just copy our 
system” is not good enough. “In this fearful age you must 
transcend your system... you must mean something in 
terms of ideas and attitudes and a fundamental outlook on 
life: and this something must vibrate with relevance to 
all conditions of men.” 

Malik is hopeful that a “spiritualized materialism.” clothed 
in the principles of freedom, can emerge from our Western 
world and turn Communism’s challenge into “the business- 
man’s challenge of Communism.” It is a large order not only 
for our businessman but for our whole society, The crucial 
question is whether or not the West has “a genuinely uni- 
versal message” and can articulate it. We are fortunate that 
a great teacher, philosopher and articulator has a world plat- 
form from which to keep reminding us of this que

The romantic house shown above and on the next three pages is a 
clever blend of practical design and rich imagination. Donald E. Hustad, 
a Minneapolis architect, designed it for his own family. The hillside lot 


in suburban Wayzata with a steep slope of 35 feet dictated a split-level 
house. Hustad put bedrooms at the top level, living room at the middle 
level, family room, dining area and kitchen at the bottom level. Every 
room in the house has access to a balcony or terrace and every room ex- 
cept the kitchen has full-length glass doors for an uninterrupted view 
of the surrounding trees. 

The most striking feature of the house, which cost $34,000, is its 
barrel-vaulted roof made of a thin shell of half-inch plywood. With the 
thrust of one vault counteracting that of another the plywood gains 
great strength. Says Architect Hustad, “I find a flat ceiling depressing. 
I wanted a feeling of space and I was convinced that the vaulting would 
be soothing. It was only an assumption when I designed it, but now 
that we are living with it, I find I was right.” Hustad thinks that he 
scared off one potential client by taking him to see his vaulted-roof house. 


But having won an award for this house in a recent Midwestern design 
competition, he is pretty sure many people will find his design appealing.

HE social tipplers who gather of nights at Bachmann’s Wellington 

Inn on rural Long Island habitually categorize the staff of nearby 
Brookhaven Laboratory as the ‘ma entists.”” The words are not 
ingly, for it is generally agreed along the bar that Brook- 
haven is ‘‘trying to protect us from the Russians.” But the term “mad 
is used, nevertheless, like damyankee in the South—perhaps 
ague but persistent feeling that Brookhaven generates 
aainst which, it is muttered, the scientists selfishly 
take government-issue pills) and that the whole place will eventually go 
up in one grand nuclear explosion. 

These misapprehensions are understandable enough. The U.S. public 
is now much more knowledgeable about both science and scientists than 
it was a few years ago, but the enormous government-financed super- 
laboratories, such as Brookhaven, Oak Ridge, Tenn, and Los Alamos, 
N. Mex., are still mysterious places to most Americans. Even the citizen 
who is privileged to tour these institutions seldom gets more than a cur- 
sory impression of the work which goes on in them and of the people 
who perform it. Science, meanwhile, goes on reshaping our world and 
perhaps our fate with breathless speed and has already left most of us 
living in the past, whether we know it or not. 

Nobody is really to blame for this ignorance of a field so importantly 
concerned with the national welfare, any more than anyone was to blame 
for America’s imperfect knowledge of ** Darkest Africa” or Siam or even 
France a hundred years ago. A superlaboratory must be explored rather 
than simply visited. To understand it one must live within its gates as 
ina foreign country, must learn something of its dialects and the attitudes 
of its inhabitants, and must devote some thought to the spirit with which 
its people approach their work and the world.

The spirit of science 


HIS spiritual aspect of science—in essence a faith, reliance and pride 

in the power of the human intellect—is nowhere more excitingly re- 
flected than at Brookhaven, Unlike Oak Ridge and Los Alamos, it takes 
no part in the development of weapons but concerns itself only with 
“pure” or basic nuclear research. It is not by any means the only place in 
the U.S. where such work goes on, but it is the biggest, and it is unique 
both in its scope and its outlay of enormously expensive scientific tools. 

Brookhaven is not so divorced from the everyday world around it as 
this might suggest. The folks at Bachmann’s bar have long since be- 
come accustomed to the physical presence of science. A good many of 
their neighbors work at the laboratory as cops, stenographers, laborers 
or technicians, and none of these acolytes of nuclear investigation shines 
in the dark. But the huge stack which towers above Brookhaven’s atom- 
ic pile still has the power, after 10 years, to arouse misunderstanding or 
even a faint unease in the breasts of many who look at it. 

The stack might well be chosen as a symbol of the nation’s general 
confusion about science and scientists, just as the laboratory from which 
it rises is a symbol of modern nuclear science itself. The sketchily settled 
countryside along the eastern end of Long Island is generally level, and 
the stack can be seen for miles above the fields and treetops. It is a 
round, 320-foot reinforced concrete chimney painted in bands of red 
and white. At night red lights along its sides glow in the dark sky. No 
smoke ever comes from it. It actually does, as rumor has it, exhale an 
invisible radioactive gas, and the closer the newcomer drives to it, the 
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more it assumes a blind and ominous mien. 
Brookhaven was originally Camp Upton, 
a World War I infantry training center 
which was celebrated in song when Private 
Irving Berlin wrote Oh, How I Hate To Get 
Up in the Morning for a musical comedy 
called Yip Yip Yaphank. The laboratory 
has inherited the Army's 6,235 acres of land 
near Yaphank village, and to reach it, ei- 
ther from the north or south shores of the 
island, one winds for miles along black- 
topped roads between the pines. Then the 
woods open into grassy old parade grounds 
with ranks of buff-colored old wooden bar- 
racks. Above them the great chimney tow- 
ers into full view at last. It stands on a rise 
of ground with the monolithic yellow brick 
monument of the reactor building crouch- 
ing near it. Great metal ducts connect the 
two structures, and from somewhere be- 
tween them a low, incessant humming in- 
sinuates itself upon the quiet. 
Brookhaven’s reactor is a big but ‘‘old- 
fashioned” graphite and uranium pile, and 
it is air cooled. Great fans suck 500 tons of 
air through it every hour, and it is this proc- 
ess that causes the endless humming heard 
in the distance. The fans blow the spent and 
heated air through filters and boost it up 
and out the stack. All of it but one trace 
gas, argon (which composes less than 1% r 
of the atmosphere), comes through this or- yyg@e STACK, airplane 
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deal unchanged. One millionth of one mil- 
lionth of the argon, however, is radioactive 
when it leaves the chimney, But there is so

little of it, it decays so rapidly and it is 

so quickly dissipated 320 feet above the 

ground that the island’s average level of radioactivity is unchanged. 
Still, it is difficult to explain this to a potato farmer whose crop is 
doing badly and who damned well knows why. 

Brookhaven itself takes some explaining, too, for many of its atti- 
tudes run counter to those of the eminently practical society which 
sustains it. The big reactor, built at a cost of $17 million, generates 
no power and makes no material for weapons and never will. It sim- 
ply makes neutrons, billions and billions of neutrons, for research. 
Brookhaven’s five “atom smashers,” including one currently being 
built at a cost of $28 million, are machines with only one function: 
the pursuit of knowledge. 

Brookhaven is a big place. It has 150 buildings, including a 750- 
seat theater, apartment buildings and ranks of warehouses, It has a 
47-man police force and a 29-man fire department. It has 40 miles of 
paved streets and roads, all named for scientists and scientific institu- 
tions. It buys $600,000 worth of electricity a year. It has gardens and 
greenhouses and softball diamonds and an indoor pigpen. But Brook- 
haven’s budget of $18.5 million a year is dedicated, in essence, to the 
solution of two questions: What is matter? What is life? 

What sort of people do this kind of work? Are they all board 
members of Longhair, Egghead, Oddball & Smith, and if so, how did 
they get that way and what do they do for kicks? If not, why aren’t 
they in advertising? These questions can be jostled into clearer per- 
spective by noting that a place like Brookhaven, while esoteric in 
concept, is not very esoteric in operation. There are 375 scientists 
and engineers on the staff and a comparable number of part-time 
visitors from other institutions. Their interests encompass chemis- 
try, biology, engineering and medicine, as well as physics. They also 
encompass banjo playing, amateur dramatics and the collection of 
owl pellets. There are 1,400 other employes who toil on the periphery 
but serve the cause of pure research too. What do all these people do? 
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in New Rochelle, N.Y. for years before he moved to Long Island 
and got a job at the laboratory, Alll sorts of animals, occasionally in- 
cluding pigs, are necessary in Brookhaven’s research, and among them 
the laboratory maintains 2,000 white rats and 8,000 white mice. Both 
species of rodent are kept in shiny, latticed, stainless steel cages about 
as big as shoe boxes. There are roomsand rooms with shelves on shelves 
of these bright, rectangular parallelepipeds, each with a glass bottle 
of sterile water thrust through its top, and in each warm room one is 
surrounded by thousands of beady little pink eyes and thousands of 
snuffiing little pink noses and thousands of twitching white whiskers. 
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It is an odd experience, but Joe Kenny says he is used to it and, in 
fact, has come to regard his mice, even those swollen with artificially 
induced tumors, about as he once regarded automobile seat covers 
and piston rings. 

There are also unusual duties for Brookhaven’s pure scientists. Dr. 
Robert Conard, a handsome dark-haired man of 45 who speaks 
with a Carolina accent, is engaged in studying radiation effects on 
humans. Once a year he flies 7,400 miles from Brookhaven to the 
Marshall Islands and checks the physical condition of the natives 
who were caught by fallout from the Bikini H-bomb explosion of 
1954, When his work is done, his charges give a farewell feast and 
dance in his honor. At the conclusion of this social event, now be- 
coming understandably famous in the South Seas, Dr. Conard rises 
and does a dance himself. 

Most Brookhaven scientists, however, stay close to home where, 
by the simple fact of the laboratory's location, they have all become 
exurbanites. New York is two hours (or one-and-a-half hours and a 
speeding ticket) away down the Northern State Parkway, and al- 
most all the staff lives in salty old shore towns like Patchogue, Port 
Jefferson or Bellport where ‘car pools and cess pools” are dominant 
factors in living. A great many of them have become sailors, hi-fi 
addicts or foreign car drivers, but these excursions into hobbies tend 
to be sporadic. The staff finds science itself too hypnotically interest- 
ing to be abandoned for long. 

Though the advent of nuclear weapons and earth satellites has con- 
vinced the U.S. that science must be nurtured, many Americans can- 
not understand just why a man will “unselfishly” devote his life to 
anything as impractical and nebulous as pure research, But Brook- 
haven’s pure scientists derive an almost shameless satisfaction from 
their work. None of Brookhaven’s people seem to lead more rewarding 
—and preoccupied—tives than those most esoteric of the physicists 
who are known as “particle” or “high energy” men. 

Like most scientists the particle men are not unselfish at all. They 
tend to be rather vain fellows. They are not only terribly smart, and 
know it, but they conceive themselves to be the explorers, scouts, fur 
pers and mountain men on the far frontiers of science. They 
wage a hideously difficult and wildly stimulating struggle in what is 
perhaps the most exciting field of modern scientific research. 


The great pebble mystery 


ILL 60 years ago scientists assumed that atoms were the small- 
est subdivisions of matter, invisible but reassuringly solid little 
pebbles which comprised the various elements. But the pebblelike 
atom, it developed, was not a pebble at all. It consisted of electrons 
arranged around a heavy, pebblelike nucleus. The nucleus, it grad- 
ually became clear, was not a pebble either but a collection of two 
different particles, protons and neutrons, held together by the enor- 
mous and mysterious forces which were finally released in nuclear 
fission, In the last few years it has become evident that protons and 
neutrons may not be the basic components of matter, either, but can 
be shattered into fragments (or, more accurately, transformed into 
new, short-lived forms of subatomic matter). These are called, for 
lack of a better name, “strange particles.” Thus: particle physics. 
Today there are only three places in the world capable of advanced 
investigation of strange particles: Brookhaven, the University of 
California and Russia's High Energy Laboratory outside Moscow. 
These are the sites of the world’s great “‘atom smashers,” more 
accurately and simply known to the trade as “accelerators.” An ac- 
celerator is as uncomplicated in essential concept as a 
fires protons at other protons and neutrons (or, in some 
trons at other electrons) in the hope that the collision will produce 
something from either. But awesome technological and engineering 
feats are required to accomplish and record these subatomic smash- 
ups. Brookhaven’s new 25-billion electron-volt “Alternating Gradient 
Synchrotron,” which will be finished in 1960, is a half mile in circum- 
ference. It is buried underground in a great circular concrete sub- 
way which opens at one point into a lofty Target Building packed with 
blocks of concrete shielding as big as coal gondolas. If it did not have 
a cunning mechanism for storing energy between shots, this gargan- 
tuan piece of artillery would be virtually unusable, for lights on Long 
Island would dim every five seconds while it was operating. 
Working with one of these great machines is an enthralling and 
potentially dangerous business. An accelerator takes the simplest of 
ammunition, a whiff of hydrogen. A hydrogen atom consists of just 
one proton and just one electron, and the electrons can easily be 
shucked away, leaving the residual protons to be packaged by mag- 
netic forces into something roughly like a charge of bird shot. This 
load is fired into the machine and accelerated until it is traveling al- 
most as fast as light. Nothing can exceed this absolute speed (186,000 
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miles a second) but the accelerator, in srying to make the protons 
go as fast as light, actually makes them grow heavier (a phenomenon 
which is explained, if anyone is wildly interested, by Albert Einstein's 
y of Relativity), When they hit things, even at no more than 
'8 miles a second, all invisible hell breaks loose 

The target in most present accelerator experiments is a tankful of 
liquid hydrogen, often a contrivance called a Bubble Chamber. The 
Bubble Chamber is a double duty device, for by liquefying hydrogen 
fone can mass the greatest number of proton victims in front of the 
cannon’s mouth and also provide a method of recording what hap- 
pens to them, When a high-speed, antisocial proton from the accele 
ator goes tearing through the stuff, itleavesa visible and photograph- 
able trail, much like the contrails which high and invisible jet bomb- 
ers leave in the sky, If it hits one of the target protons, the stran; 
subatomic children of this violent union also leave trails as they g 
whanging off through the surrounding atomic structure, 

In some ways, however, all this equipment simply adds to the dif 
ficulties and perplexities of the particle experimentalists. Liquid hy- 
drogen, while useful, is nasty stulf to handle. For one thing it is very 
cold—below ~422,8°F,—and anyone who wants to stick his hand 
into it can instantly break his fingers into tinkling little fragments by 
tapping them against the wall. It also blows up if exposed to a spark 
Making a proton hit another proton isn’t as simple as it sounds, e 
ther. Itis about as hard as throwing a speck of pepper into the air and 
hitting it with a’grain of salt. 

Still, there is such pressure for particle experimentation at Brook- 
haven that an older and smaller accelerator, the Cosmotron, is oper- 
ated continuously, day and night, as the new Synchrotron will be 
when it is completed. Experimentalists from eastern universities bring 
their complex equipment to the site in big tractor-trailer trucks and 
wait their turn to back in for an eight-hour, or 24-hour, or 36-hour 
stretch, Almost as much emotional tension is involved in setting up 
this gear as in the count-down for a rocket shoot. The radioactive 
area through which the Cosmotron beam passes is fenced off for 
safety, but the laboratory has had to remove every ladder from the 
building to keep eager scientists from sneaking over and trying to 
make belated adjustments while the machine is running, “I see a 
crowd of them every morning when I come to work,” says Cosmo- 
tron Director George Collins. “They've been up all night and their 
eyes are bloodshot and they all need a shave, but you can always tell 
what sort of results they've got just by the way they act. 

These innumerable particle experiments have, thus far, tended to 
intensify rather than to solve the mystery of matter. Even so big and 
mundane an article as a common old proton is still a pretty mysteri- 
ous object, but the exotic new particles—the hyperons, heavy mesons 
and light mesons—are much more baffling, if only because the most 
durable of them lasts for only a millionth of a second. 

Enter the particle theorists. At Brookhaven they sit in smalll offices 
in the cinder-block physics building, ignoring the enormous machines 
which loom around them and the cluttered labs and the thousand 
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channel analyzers and all the rest of the electronic wonders which 
modern science has wrought. They just scribble away on pads of yel- 
low foolscap. Asa rule they wear sport shirts and slacks to work and 
band clannishly together at lunch in the big, frame cafeteria, Between 
times they read, drink coffee brewed on hot plates, and talk to each 
other with a restless and sardonic hopefulness reminiscent of the 
detectives’ room at a station house. 

Science, it is said, is built on facts, but facts are no more science 
than a pile of bricks is a house. The theorist must try to build the 
facts into something with shape and form. It is his function to regard 
the discoveries of the experimentalists as a body of evidence, to specu- 
late on its meaning, seek some logic from it and, if he has great good 
fortune, to reduce some awful mass of conflicting information into 
one simple law or equation. In his grand dreams he may even produce 
a postulate as magnificent as Theorist Einstein's terse notation: 
“E=mc.” 

Theorists usually work in pairs, and although these unions of the 
intellect are generally temporary affairs rather than real marriages, 
some physicists become as dependent upon permanent collaboration 
as were Gilbert and Sullivan. This process of shacking up intellectu- 
ally stems, in part, from the necessity for sharing information, But 
teaming up serves another purpose: men looking out across seas of 
imponderables such as surround theoretical physicists soon begin to 
feel like castaways on a desert island, and for most of them conversa- 
tion with another human being, or rather the stimulation of argument 
with someone who shares their aspirations, becomes a necessity. 

Every office at Brookhaven has a blackboard equipped with both 
white and colored chalk, and as theorists talk they scribble and erase 
and leap up to scribble again. This mathematical doodling is so neces- 
sary to conversation that if no blackboard is available they jot their 
hieroglyphics on anything at hand—the margins of newspapers, cock- 
tail napkins, tablecloths and old bills. One pair, while attending a 
beach party, decorated the sand with mathematical symbols while 
creeping along on hands and knees, engaged in passionate debate. 

In seeking to understand the secrets of the atomic nucleus, the 
theorist needs a rare talent for abstract thought, a kind of card- 
sharp’s concentration and, more important still, an indefinable sort 
of artistic perception. Atoms cannot be visualized but only described, 
in terms of performance, with the language of mathematics. In the 
use of this hard-won vocabulary the theorists are essentially blood 
brothers of the composer, the sculptor and the poet, for their con- 
cepts of nuclear form and nuclear behavior must be created as the 
artist creates before his canvas or the writer at his desk. 

Theorists, in fact, look and act and talk more like playwrights 
than “‘scientists.”” They suffer the same lamentable lapses when the 
mind seems to have run dry, have the same hopeful reliance on the 
subconscious and know the same heady excitement when their cur- 
rent concept seems to be succeeding. 

This year’s Nobel Prize winners, Theorists Tsung Dao Lee and 
Chen Ning (‘*Frank”) Yang, spend periods in the summers at Brook- 
haven (where their colleagues are not above gathering outside their 
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office door to listen to them shout at each other in Mandarin Chi- 
nese). When they walk into the laboratory's cafeteria, they produce 
a stir comparable to that which Rodgers and Hammerstein produce 
at Sardi’s. Perhaps it would be more accurate to say that their fellow 
physicists react as the boys at Stillman’s Gym do when Carmen 
Basilio walks in. It took daring as well as a quality of genitis to 
produce their “‘simple and elegant” challenge to the Principle of 
Parity (which, in effect, rejects the idea that a “right-handed” sub- 
atomic particle will necessarily behave exactly like its “‘left-handed” 
mirror image). They arrived at their prizewinning hypothesis only 
by discarding one long-accepted concept of physics after another. 
Lee, a tiny, smooth-faced, handsome man, recalls feeling ‘very warm, 
very emotional” when their theory blossomed after three years of 
toil. “People think this is a cold sort of work,” he says, ‘‘but it is 
emotional work. | experience moments of great beauty.” 

Like racing drivers and securities analysts, theorists come in all 
shapes and sizes. Most of them, however, are startlingly young. Lee 
is only 31, Yang only 35, and some at Brookhaven, like tall, dark- 
haired Gary Feinberg, are in their early 20s. Theoretical physicists 
who have not done something **big” before they are 30 are not ex- 
pected to amount to much. It is a calling for young and daring minds. 

Like this new breed of scientist, Brookhaven itself is young and 
daring in concept. World War II shifted science’s center of gravity 
from Europe to the U.S. Scientists were not completely delighted, 
after the war, to find out they were considered a new breed of muni- 
tions makers. But there was no denying 
that “Bang!” was a word which com- 
manded respect, and they utilized it, The 
war was hardly over before a notable 
group of them called on General Leslie 
R. Groves of the Manhattan Project, 
seized him, in effect, by the lapels, and 
told him that the time had come to set 
up the sort of nuclear superlaboratory 
they wanted in contrast to the big war- 
born superlaboratories which the mili- 
tary wanted, 

No single university, they reasoned, 
would ever again be able to afford the 
tools the U.S. would need for pure re- 
search. Neither could the U.S, any long- DIRECTOR Haworth, once 
er afford to go without a big program @ Physics professor at Uni- 
of basic scientific exploration.

and leave the scientists alone. The government complied without a 
murmur, The result was Brookhaven, which is financed by the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission but operated by an association of nine north- 
eastern universities—Harvard, Princeton, Columbia, Yale, M.I.T., 
Rochester, Cornell, Johns Hopkins and the University of Pennsyl- 
vania—headed by Scientific Administrator Lloyd Berkner. 

There is nothing in the world quite like it. It is at once a sort of 
university and a vast scientific toolshed and workshop at which sci- 
entists are encouraged to gather, work and exchange ideas. In a 
physical sense it is akin to a big industrial establishment, But its 
director, Dr. Leland Haworth, has the kind of administrative prob- 
lems that would make an indust: 's blood run cold, Brookhaven 
was founded on the thesis that research cannot blossom without com- 
plete intellectual freedom. Its scientists receive no orders. They are 
given a salary, such funds and tools as are necessary for their work 
and, within the broad limits of Brookhaven’s concepts, are told sim- 
ply to do what they want. The result is a new and heady atmosphere. 
Unlike most universities, Brookhaven is a place where the scientific 
disciplines tend to merge. In its nuclear research, physicists find them- 
selves involved in medicine, while biologists and chemists often en- 
gage in what must, strictly speaking, be considered physics. 

The atmosphere is not completely the product of scientific pur- 
suits. Brookhaven is a center not only of research but of romance. 
Its young male scientists and young female technicians and secre- 
taries fall in love and get married with regularity. Its dormitories 
(for the unmarried) and rows of one-story apartments are great 
places for parties. The young scientists tend to drink beer rather than 
martinis, but they are not above howling at the moon on occasion. 
One of the chores of the laboratory police force is keeping them 
muted on Saturday night. 

The Brookhaven cops themselves are part of the Brookhaven at- 
mosphere. They have only the most minimal of security duties since 
almost all the laboratory's research is now completely unclassified, 
but they must occasionally perform unusual work. On their nightly 
rounds they are charged with inspecting experimental machinery 
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(some of which flashes lights in the police station if it breaks down) 
and telephoning the scientist in charge if something seems wrong. 
As a result a sign appeared in one laboratory bearing the following 
legend: ‘*This Experiment is Supposed to Gurgle and Squeak! Please 
Do Not Call Me Again! | Need Sleep!” 

The cops must cope as gently as possible, too, with hot-eyed trav- 
clers who arrive at the roadside entrance booths with plans for flying 
to the moon in home-designed space ships or with news just received 
by telepathy from Russia, And there are also deer. Hundreds of them 
live on the laboratory reservation and browse on its lawns, and in 
the winter packs of dogs-gone-wild hunt them ferociously. On the 
day before Christmas last year a fugitive deer jumped through the 
glass front door of the Biology Building with a crash, took one look 
at the receptionist in the lobby, jumped right out again and sped 
away with two dogs in hot pursuit. Posses occasionally try to lasso 
or shoot the canine offenders, but the dogs generally outwit them. 

The most important policing at Brookhaven, however, has to do 
with radioactivity, and it is performed by an organization known as 
the Health Physics Division. The health physics men are specialists 
who have been rigorously trained to anticipate and prevent dang 
from radiation, Although most of them do not hold science degrees, 
their word is law. 

Nuclear reactors are now becoming so common that small ones 
can be ordered from manufacturer's catalogues, although they ca 
not be operated without permission of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. All of them, nevertheless, are hives of deadly rays, particles 
and poisons. At Brookhaven there are hand-cranked Klaxon warning 
horns along the hallways of all buildings. The ceilings of “hot labs” 
and surrounding halls are studded with shower fixtures so that any- 
one accidentally contaminated by radioactive substances can leap 
under, pull a chain and instantly be sprayed with water, The labor: 
tory has a big central steam whistle to be blown in case of “‘disaster.”” 
No disaster has ever occurred and, in fact, nobody has ever suffered 
even minor physical damage from radiation. But the health physicists 
maintain incessant vigilance 

‘A good deal of the work done by the reactor’s crew of husky work- 
men (members of the Oil, Chemical and Atomic Workers Intern 
tional Union, A.F.L.-C.1.O., Local 14-652) is either agonizingly slow 
or agonizingly dull. They struggle endlessly against contamination of 
working areas by radioactive dust, and no battleship’s decks were 
ever washed and scrubbed as constantly as the walls and floors and 
fixtures of the reactor building. The water used for this washing must 
be carefully saved, carted away and finally boiled down to a radio- 
ive sludge. The sludge is mixed into fresh concrete, the concrete 
is poured into old oil drums, and the oil drums, when the concrete 
has hardened, are taken beyond the Atlantic coastal shelf on a naval 
vessel and dumped overboard 

Although Brookhayen’s machines are awesome monsters, the sci- 
entists treat them with great arrogance. The laboratory's expensive 
and fantastically complex mechanisms are simply servants of the in- 
tellect. In really discussing Brookhaven one must discuss the people 
who cope with machines rather than the machines themselves. There 
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is, for example. a physicist named William Higinbotham, who designs 
and supervises the fabrication of intricate electronic “circuits.” He 
can make the head swim as he explains something like a Pulse Height 
Analyzer, but as its creator and master he can also make it seem 
oddly like a pet dog. Higinbotham is a small man who likes to say, 
“I'm head and shoulders below the crowd,” and who, in his spare 
time, leads a dance band known as the Fearsome Foursome Plus One. 

There is also a bluff and burly nuclear engineer named Clarke Wil- 
liams, who for seven years has been building and testing experimen- 


tal parts for a new kind of reactor, known as the LMER, to repla 


coal in electric power plants. He and hi issolve Uranium 
in molten bismuth and pump this fissioning metallic soup through 
great loops of pipe as casually as though it were bath water. 

One of the legendary heroes of Brookhaven is a man who is remem- 
bered for keeping a garden from defeating the gardeners. The scene 
of his triumph is a stoutly fenced, heavily planted, 10-acre plot known 
as the Gamma Field because a 10-foot pipe standing in the middle 
of it contains a “source” of radioactive cobalt. Gamma rays from the 
cobalt irradiate the plants around it and cause all sorts of odd muta- 
tions. (Brookhaven is one of the few places in the world where peo- 
ple give cancer to tobacco.) Before any human can enter this garden, 
the radioactive cobalt must be lowered into the ground by means of 
a long wire cable which runs under the plot and up and over the lip 
of the pipe. But one day the cable stuck and the source refused to 
budge. The problem defeated the best minds at the laboratory until a 
machinist named Edward Nicholson, a man who was also an expert 
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marksman, offered to shoot the offending cable in two. 
This seemed to be the only possible solution, but it suggested the 
possibility of an even more hideous dilemma. If a high-powered bul- 
let hit the pipe itself and sprayed hot cobalt over the ground, the 
area would be contaminated forevermore. The health physicists made 
Nicholson's task even more difficult. They ordered him to stay 
least 100 feet from his target and allowed him no more than one min- 
ute of radiation, He nodded, ran full tilt to his firing position, dropped 
to one knee and squeezed off a shot. He missed. He squeezed off 
another. The cable parted as neatly as taffy snipped with scissors. 
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also explores the mysteries inherent in man himself, No man can 
live for an hour—in fact, he cannot take off a pair of gloves or punch 
a typewriter key—without wearing away part of his body. How does 
he replace these abraded tissues? What sort of process is human m 
tabolism? What makes man grow old? What, indeed, is human life? 
Brookhaven’s medical men, even with the wonderful new tools pro- 
vided by nuclear physics, can only grope for the answers, but they 
have widened human horizons a bit nevertheless. 

They are not only scientific researchers but physicians, too. They 
attempt to discover in nuclear medicine specific cures for specific ail- 
ments. As healers their most dramatic struggle has been an attempt 
to conquer cancer of the brain with a technique called “‘neutron cap- 
ture.” If the element boron is injected into the body it will travel to 
malignant cells in the brain and will collect there—for a few minutes 
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explosions can be caused in a short space of time it is thus theoreti- 
cally possible to wipe out all the malignant cells a 
part of the brain undamaged. 

Twenty-nine patients have been treated at Brookhaven, and there 
is a good deal of evidence that their condition was improved by this 
dramatic therapy. But though the process has been refined immeas- 
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ment—21 of them are now being dissected, literally cell by cell—and 
we have never had to wait long after treatment to begin an autopsy.” 

The battleground of science is commonly thought to be the fu- 
ture, as indeed it often is. But at Brookhaven all pure knowledge is 
of infinite value, and its scientists regard the past with the same 
enthusiasm as they regard the future. The lab’s chemists, in particular, 
seem entranced with the possibilities of dating things through the use 
of radioactive isotopes. Radioactive atoms decay into atoms of other 
elements at certain specific rates, and if one is able to compare the 
number which have changed with the number which have not, it is 
quite possible to tell how long the process has been going on. 

Chemist Oliver Schaeffer. for instance, is trying to get someone 
to find him a certain kind of chlorine-bearing rock from the top 
of a Montana butte, where it should have been subject to cosmic 
rays since the IIlinoian Period. He believes it will enable him to dis- 
cover the time lag between the Illinoian and first Wisconsin glaciers 
and thus give him some idea of when the polar ice cap might be 
expected to cover Detroit the next time. 

Chemist Ed Sayre, a small, dark-haired and soft-spoken man—who 
laid laboratory audiences in the aisles recently when he played Teddy 
Roosevelt in the Brookhaven Players’ production of Arsenic and Old 
Lace—puts samples of ancient glass into the nuclear reactor to make 
them radioactive, then uses a ““hundred-channel analyzer” to find out 
what they are made of. Since the constituents of ancient glasses vary, 
he can thus tell where they were made without grinding them up for 
ordinary chemical analysis. He has hopes of running a test on an 
ancient vessel which the citizenry of Genoa, Italy fondly believes to 
be the Holy Grail. 

Chemist Raymond (“Dutch”) Stoenner, a lean and lively fellow 
with a butch haircut, has set the Brookhaven record for turning back 
time. A few years ago Dutch and a visiting German physicist named 
Joseph Ziihringer began fiddling around in a radioactive way with 
iron-nickel meteorites. A meteorite. they reasoned. was a celes 
body which had solidified when all the other solid pieces of the uni- 
verse did so and which had been roaming outer space in a wonderful 
state of preservation most of the time since. Why not try to discover 
its age and, in doing so, date the celestial cosmos itself? 

In the beginning they were mostly interested in the dating method, 
which was based on the fact that, over the cons, a few potassium 
atoms in their meteorite would have decayed into a few argon atoms. 
But two years ago they began getting answers so dramatic that they 
were reluctant to believe them. Stoenner has been feverishly checking 
and rechecking ever since but has finally concluded that the proc 
and its results are completely sound. Stoenner and Ziihringer have not | 
thrown their hats in the air and cried ‘Hurrah! but they are, never- 
theless, pleased and excited men. They are now able to say that our 
solar system, which was thought by astronomers to be only 7.5 billion 
years old, has actually been around for 10 billion years or more. | 


Such a discovery may seem of little note. But to men like those at 
Brookhaven, to whom all knowledge is gold, it is the sort of one 
a-lifetime news that scientists dream of, almost as the old prospectors
